Frank Carpenter, husband of City Clerk Dee Carpenter 
and former member of the Planning Commission, was 
appointed to the Upland City Council Monday night amid 
both congratulations and criticism from other can- 
didates. 

He was awarded the seat by a 3-1 secret-ballot vote on 
the council's second ballot. Carpenter will finish out the 
remaining two years of the term vacated when John 
McCarthy was elected mayor of the city in April. 

Carpenter joined 11 other hopefuls vying for the ap- 
pointed seat. The council decided against filling the 
vacancy by special election after learning from the city 
clerk that costs for the election were estimated at 
roughly $15,000. 

Council members narrowed the search to five finalists 
last week: Greg Annigian, attorney at law: Carpenter. a 
pharmaceutical representative, Thomas Harris, 
architect: Rosalie Kamansky, salesman/real estate 
broker: and A. C. ‘‘Chuck’’ Lawrence, president of 
American Empire Realty. 

The five candidates were interviewed in a public ses- 
sion before Monday's regular meeting, with each being 
allowed five minutes to speak. followed by a question and 
answer period. 

Mayor McCarthy then read the name of each candidate 
in turn, and those receiving a second were placed on the 
final ballot 

Neither Annigian nor

Ecology Month for 


May has been declared as Ecology 
Month by Upland Mayor John 
McCarthy, and the city’s chamber 
of commerce is sponsoring the an- 
nual “Ecology Begins at Home” 
program for Upland residents. 

A poster contest for area third 
graders will kick off the months’ ac- 
tivities. According to Rosalie 
Kamansky. chairwoman of the 


chamber committee sponsoring the 
project. about 60 of an expected 700 
posters wiil be selected for awards. 
Students from throughout the city 
will be participating, and all who 
enter will receive a small’ prize. 
Winners will receive ribbons, and 
the student who wins the grand prize 
will have his or her name engraved 
on a perpetual plaque, which will re- 
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vote April 8 when they opposed Al Canestro for the coun- 
cil seat vacated by Bill Bottin. Canestro won with 35 per- 
cent of the vote. 

In the first ballot for the council seat, Carpenter 
received two votes, and Kamansky and Harris received 
one each. 

McCarthy determined the results were not definitive 
and called for a second ballot. Results were three for 
Carpenter, one for Harris, and none for Kamansky. 

The outcome left both Lawrence and Annigian visibly 
angry. 

“I can’t believe the citizens would have elected a 
husband-wife team,”’ said Lawrence following the final 
vote. 

“I’m a little disenchanted with perhaps the mayor and 
whatever may have gone on behind the scene before this 
decision was made. ‘ 

“Rumor had it that this (appointment) was pre- 
determined. The council just did a very, very big disser- 
vice to the city of Upland.” 

Annigian, who publicly voiced his displeasure with the 
council's decision to appoint rather than elect the new 
member, said he was not surprised by the outcome of the 
vote. 

“TI said before it would be an issue of personal 
preference, and that’s what it came down to.” 

He said Carpenter had been ‘‘close friends’’ for several 
years with many of the council members, and people 
could only be expected to vote for those they know. 

Both Kamansky, wife of former county Supervisor Joe 
Kamansky, and Harris, a planning commissioner, sup-

Traffic deaths dip 


Upland cuts accident fatalities by 60%

Upland traffic fatalities have been cut 60 percent in the 
first year of a special traffic safety program funded by 
the state. 

According to Capt. Gary Hart of the Upland Police 
Department, the total number of accidents was reduced 
1.6 percent, the first time that figure has gone down in 15 
years. 

‘These numbers don’t take into account the increase in 
traffic over that time, either,’ said Police Chief Coy 
Estes. ‘‘We've been extremely pleased with the success 
of the program.” 

A major feature of the program made possible by a 
$140,000 grant from the Office of Traffic Safety in 
Sacramento is the three-man motorcycle patrol team 
which started last March after two weeks of intensive 
training. 

Up to that time, traffic control was handled by officers 
throughout the department, said Estes, who, could be 
called off at any time to handle more pressing problems. 

The three traffic officers, Larry Mendoza, Lonnie Poe 
and Rod Lines, devote full-time duties to traffic safety 
and accident prevention in the city. 

Excessive speed has been identified as the major 
cause of accidents in the area, and the men carry special 
battery-operated radar guns to clock the speed of passing 
motorists. 

The program as a whole concentrates on the ‘‘three 
E’s."’ education, engineering and enforcement. 

The three officers spend a great deal of time speaking 
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to service clubs and schools on various aspects of traffic 
safety. Last fall, they drafted the help of a 1979 Chevrolet 
Malibu named Casey '— a talking car used in safety 
demonstrations for younger children. 


Since many accidents involve bicycles, the officers 
also cite bicyclists who violate safety rules, and require 
them to attend a Saturday class at the police station. 


A relatively new addition to the program is daily an- 
nouncements ‘over local’ radio stations broadcasting 
where the officers will be watching traffic that day. 


“Anything we can do to increase visibility helps,” said 
Hart. ‘‘As long as people know we’re out there watching, 
they might slow down and drive a little more carefully.” 


Money from the grant also went towards beefing up the 


city’s traffic engineering department, in an effort to _ 


make streets safer. 


Enforcement may be the most visible sign of the 
program, and traffic citations are up 46 percent in the 
last year. ; 


“It's a proven fact,” said Estes. ‘‘There’s a real 
relationship. If enforcement is down, accident rates go 
up. 


‘“‘We concentrate primarily on hazardous violations — 
speeding, running red lights or following too close.” 


He quickly added that the officers issue three verbal

ported the council's decision, commending Carpenter s 
service to the city in the past. 

“I’m absolutely delighted,” said Harris. 
Carpenter was the logical choice.” 

All four of the candidates, including Annigian and 
Lawrence, agreed that Carpenter was well-qualified for 
the position, basing any disapproval on the selection 
process. 

Carpenter served 14 years on the Upland Planning 
Commission, resigning last May in protest of a “subtle 
change”’ in relations between the commission and City 
Council. 

He cited a lack of consideration being given commis- 
sion recommendations by council members, saying at 
the time that ‘‘it concerns me deeply that untold hours of 
staff time, public hearings and debate can be given so lit- 
tle credence.”’ 


Carpenter has also served on the city’s Architectural 
Commission and in a variety of other capacities for the 
city. He told council members Monday evening that 
those experiences had given him an understanding of the 
departments within city government. 

As to any possible conflict of interest regarding his 
wife’s position as city clerk, he said he had checked and 
found the city attorney had no objection to the appoint- 
ment. 

When told of objections of other candidates, Carpenter 
said he could genuinely understand their views. 

‘But what the council has done here's perfectly legal. 

“I just don’t want to take sides in the matter. Quite 
honestly. I was very surprised by the decision.”

Resources State OK’s San Antonio 


hospital addition plans

Plans for a second story to a San Antonio Community 
Hospital addition have been approved after a nearly two- 
year struggle with the state and construction on the 
project is‘expected to begin later this month. 

Delays and litigation have pushed the cost of the 
addition to an estimated $14.5 to $15 million, according to 
D. Mark Rankin, assistant administrator for the 
hospital. 

Although the project has been “greatly reduced”’ from 
original plans, Rankin said an idea of the additional cost 
to the hospital due to delays, rising building costs and 
other factors, can be seen in estimates on the original 
and current. plans. 

In 1976. the cost of the two-story addition was 
estimated at $12.3 million. The same addition would cost 
roughly $17.6 million now. 

The current project includes expansion of the surgical 
suite. general stores and materials management areas 
on the first floor. The second floor will add additional 
beds in critical-care units and include remodeling of the 
existing nursing unit. 

Major delays were caused by difficulties in obtaining a 
Certificate of Need from the Office of Statewide Health 
Planning and Development. 

The agency relies heavily on information provided by 
the Inland Counties Health Systems Agency on what 
facilities are needed in an area in an effort to avoid 
duplication of hospital services. 

A 1978 study by the agency showed the West End 
already had a surplus of critical-care facilities, and the 
12-bed intensive-care unit, six-bed coronary and six-bed 
post-coronary units included in the proposed project 
were not needed. 

Hospital officials argued that the units were already 
above usual capacity for the rest of the facility, and 
rapidly growing populations in the West End would make 
the addition a necessity. 

Health Systems Agency officials and officials from the 
state and hospital signed an agreement April 15. 
reducing the proposed addition to an 11-bed intensive- 
care unit. and five beds each in the coronary-care and 
post-coronary-care units. 

“Those cuts may seem minor,” said Rankin. ‘“but the 
project was not too fat to begin with.’’ He added that a 
sufficient number of beds in critical-care units is 

important’ because patients are not as easily tranferred 





warnings to every one written citation, stressing again 
the need for awareness rather than picking on minor in- 
fractions. 


Accidents in Upland have been increasing at a rate of 
12 percent a year, according to Hart, so the 1.6 percent 
decrease — although small — marks a drastic change in 
trend. 


There were 1,173 accidents in 1978, including five 
fatalities, and in 1979 the numbers were reduced to 1,154 
with two fatalities. 
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to other hospitals as less critical patients if conditions 
become overcrowded. 

The certificate of need hearings closed April 25. and 
the state has 15 days to file any opposition with the 
compromise agreement. 

Rankin expressed frustration at the difficulties posed 
in the fight for a certificate of need 

“It has been very costly to us,”’ he said. “We had to 
pull the project apart. which means additional 
architectural fees and-completely redoing the plans. We 
submitted two floor plans to the state, and then you have 
to fit the two together. 

“It's-a-waste of money.” 

Original plans called for the addition to be completed 
by early next year. but those estimates have now been 
extended to the first quarter of 1982.

Despite the success of the program, its future is 
somewhat cloudy. 


The grant covered 100 percent of first-year costs, and 
50 percent of the second year, with remaining costs pick- 
ed up by the city. 

In 1981, the program will be on its own.

Dialysis and transplants offer 
some hope to the people who have 
kidney failure, which is 80 in every 
million persons. 

‘Renal failure is not a cofmmon 
problem, we’re talking about 16 to 20 
people a year in the West End,” said 
Dr. Gerald S. Friedman, a 
nephrologist. 

The medical director of the 
Dialysis Center in Upland spoke to 
the San Antonio Community 
Hospital Auxiliary during a recent 
meeting in Aita Auditrium at the 
hospital. 

When a person develops renal 
insufficiency it means the kidneys 
are not working normally. The 
symptoms are called uremia or 
uremic poisoning. 

People with uremia are tired, 
don’t sleep well, have nausea, are 
hypertensive and have frequent 
urination. Later in the development 
of the disease the symptoms will 
include confusion and convulsions. 

Once a patient develops renal 

failure there are complications such 
as anemia, bone disease, heart 
failure or heart attack, the latter 
two being the leading cause of death 
in persons with renal failure, he 
said. ' 
‘Renal failure can happen to 
healthy people,” Dr. Friedman said, 
explaining that acute renal failure is 
when something catastrophic 
happens and the kidneys quit 
working. If the patient lives, he 
returns to normal. 

‘With chronic renal failure, the 
kidneys will never return to 
normal,” he said. 


When normal kidney function 
decreases to 20 percent, patients 
begin to have symptoms and can be 
controlled somewhat by diet. When 
function is down to 10 percent, the 
patient is put on a kidney (dialysis) 
machine. : 

Dr. Friedman said that in the 
United States, there are 5,100 
persons on dialysis, eight percent of 
them in Southern California. Some 
are treated in dialysis facilities such 
as the one Dr. Friedman directs in 
Upland, while 5,000 are being 
treated on dialysis machines at 
home. 

“There are 35 patients in the West 
End-Pomona area,” he said. ‘‘Our 
facility does not take those under 14 
years old — they are sent to 
Children’s Hospital or to Orange 
County. Right now, we have two 17 
year olds and a 91-year-old man.” 

Dr. Friedman discussed the 
criteria for dialysis treatment 
saying it is more readily available 
today because of more liberal 
criteria. 

‘Dialysis is available essentially 
in all countries of the world,” he 
said, adding that each country has 
different restrictions on who can 
receive treatment. 

In the United States, he said 
treatment is reimbursed by the 
federal government. In 1972, the 
cost was $200 million. In 1977, it rose 
to $1 billion and it is estimated the 
cost will be $1 billion, 7 million by 
1984. 

“The per-treatment cost hasn't 
gone up since 1972,’’ Dr. Friedman 
said, ‘but the number of patients 
has grown. There are 13 million 
people with kidney or uremic 
disease.” 


8’ Dialysis, transplants offer hope 


The internist suggested that 
dialysis actually was a pilot 
program for socialized medicine in 
this country. He said all treatment 
must be approved by the federal 
government. 

“After dialysis, the patient begins 
to feel better,’ the nephrologist 
said. ‘‘Essentially, patients can live 
fairly normally on dialysis.” 


The physician noted that the 
average patient lives for five years 
on dialysis, but the time can be 
anywhere from six months to 15 
years. 

“The younger patients seem to do 
better.’’ he said. 

He explained that dialysis does 
not improve kidney function but 
removes poison from the blood. 

Because of this, many times 
kidney transplants are the only 
answer, but criteria on who can 
receive these are much stricter 

“There are 10,000 people with 
functioning kidney transplants,’’ Dr 
Friedman said. ‘‘When these 
transplants are from a family 
member, 75 percent of the patients 
will be living an essentially normal 
life.”” 


When the transplant comes from 
an accident victim, only half of the 
patients are functioning a year 
later. Transplants generally are 
available to people under 45 and_.all 
are eligible for Medicare 


“There are some limitations as to 
whom you can take kidneys from.’ 
he explained. ‘‘You’re better off 
{having a twin — then there is a 95 
percent success rate. You can’t get 
a living transplant outside of the 
immediate family.’’

“When I got her calmed down 
enough to explain her excitement, 
she told me that just the week 
before her baby had stopped 
breathing in the middle of the night.

CANINE PARVOVIRUS — 
A NEW DISEASE 


Parvovirus, also called kennel diarrhea and show dog disease, has been 
reported ail over the country. At our hospitals we have observed a significant .« 
number of dogs with symptoms suggestive of this disease. The symptoms 
inciude severe diarrhea, vomiting, dehydration and fever. Canine parvovirus 
is an extremely contagious disease with an incubation period of 7-14 days. 
Dogs of all ages are susceptible but fatalities are highest in puppies between 
8 and 16 weeks of age. 


Treatment is symptomatic, consisting of controlling vomiting and diarrhea, 
and replacing lost fluids. An approved vaccination for parvovirus has just 


been released. Vaccination is highly recommended for all dogs, especiaily 
those used in shows, or those to be kenneled or frequently groomed. Pup- 
pies should receive their first vaccination at 8-9 weeks of age and revaccin- 
ated 3-4 weeks later. Adult dogs should receive two vaccinations three 
weeks apart with one revaccination annually.

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Jazzercise 
Non-athletic find technique enjoyable

SAN DIEGO — Up there 
under the lights on the plat- 
form, in her leotard with 
Jazzercise printed down the 
side, the woman who has 
been, called the ‘‘Bette 
Midler of Exercise’ plays 
to the audience. 

She’s Judi Misset, 35, 
blonde, somewhat zany and 
smile-happy on the plat- 
form, controlled and 
businesslike later in her 
suburban Carlsbad office. 

She sets the phonograph 
needle down on Elvis 
Presltey’s ‘‘Heartbreak 
Hotel’ and gazes out into 
the crowd where close to 
200 women are huffing in 
sweat-stained leotards. 

“If Elvis had done this to 
his music instead of taking 
drugs,’’ Misset says with 
apparent seriousness, ‘‘he’d 
probably still be here with 
us. 

Later, when the hour 
came to a whooping, 
applauding end, a woman 
rushes up to Misset. ‘‘I’ve 
been coming here for two 
years and I’ve only missed 
four sessions — two of 
them under doctor’s 
orders. Jazzercise is fan- 
tastic.”’ 

About 100 miles north, on 
a smoggy, hot day, dozens 
of young women — all in 
yellow T-shirts and white 
shorts, all in panty hose and 
tennis shoes — are eating 
their box lunches and drink- 
ing their diet colas on the 
lawn of the Aerobic Dance 
center in Northridge, a sub- 
urban area of Los Angeles. 

Inside, alone in a giant 
gymlike room, is Aerobic 
Dance’s founder, practicing 
some new dance steps — a 
plie, a leap, a swing of the 
arms — her hair, cut in a 
Dutch bob rising as she 
moves. 

Jackie Sorensen, 36, is 
giddy and zestful, in a 













perfectly winning way. She 
wears the same white 
shorts, the same tennis 
shoes and panty-hose un- 
iform, but her T-shirt is 
blue. This is no mistake. T- 
shirt color carries rank in 
Aerobic Dance —- clinicians 
wear yellow, staff wear 
purple, she wears blue. And 
the support panty hose? 
They keep leg muscles 
warm and make the legs 
look better, she says. 

The yellow-shirted 
clinicians — here to learn 
dances they will later teach 
to instructors from Houston 
to Honolulu — join Sorensen 
to repeat a few numbers 
from this fall’s series. 
There are bits of shimmy, 
cross step, knee lifts and 
lunges, claps and snaps — 
non-stop dance set to the 
Bee Gees. 

‘All right, smile,’”’ 
Sorensen cheered, her own 
mouth stretched from ear 
to ear. ‘‘Whoo. All right. 
Whoop.’ And later, ad- 
miring her employees, she 
praises, ‘‘Now they are the 
creme de la creme.” 

There was a time, some 
years back, when only ham- 
burgers and mufflers were 
franchised from coast to 
coast. But that was before 
Misset and Sorensen cap- 
tured the nationwide urge 
for the holy flush of 
physical exhaustion, and 
fitness that follows. 

Now flight attendants can 
high step through ‘Jump 
Shout Boogie” in San Diego, 
and pick up the same song, 
the same dance, 24 hours 
later in New York City. 
Aerobic dance and Jazzer- 
cise have made addicts out 
of drop-out joggers, and 
virtually change the lives of 
non-athletic women who 
have danced their way to 
thinner thighs. 

Although they don’t 
acknowledge each other ex- 
cept to point out the

Personally they 
can be both energetic and 
tireless and simultaneously 
businesslike and girlish. 
And both believe that exer- 
cise need not feel like exer- 
cise. 

Sorensen began teaching 
dance exercise as a 
military wife when asked to 
create a television fitness 
program for her husband’s 
Air ‘Force base in Puerto 
Rico. 

‘If the colonel’s wife 
wanted to look good, the 
second lieutenant’s wife 
made her look good.” 

When she and her hus- 
band moved to New Jersey 
in 1971, she borrowed a 
church basement for six of 
her friends so they, too, 
could look good. 

She called it Aerobic 


Jacki Sorenson, founder of Aerobic Dance. 


Dance — based on Dr. Dr. 
Kenneth Cooper’s aerobic 
exercises that had virtually 
revolutionized physical 
fitness. 

‘He finally told the peo- 
ple what physical fitness 
was in a very motivating 
way. The public was eager 
to be physically fit, but they 
didn’t want to waste time. 
He told them how much to 
do by a point system.” 

By conducting running 
tests on her students after 
they completed her course, 
she realized that aerobic 
dance could make a 
difference in car- 
diovascular health. 

Misset’s Jazzercise was 
born on the barre, in a 
dance studio in Chicago in 
1969 where she convinced 
the mothers of dance 
students that they shouldn’t 
be just waiting, they should 
be moving.

2 summer schools begin June 18 





Two summer school pro- 
grams authorized by the 
Ontario-Montclair School 
District board of trustees 
are scheduled to begin June 
18 through July 16. 

One will serve seventh- 
graders who have failed one 
or more of the district's 
minimum competency 
tests. The other will help 
students who need improve- 
ment in basic reading skills. 

The first program will be 
funded by the state. The 
second program will be 
funded by the district at a 
cost of about $50,000, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bob Bell, as- 
sistant superintendent of 
instruction. 

Under the district's pro- 
gram, a maximum of 1,050 
students who meet district 
criteria will enter a vol- 
untary remedial reading 
program, Bell said. 

About 50 students from 
each school will be selected 
to participate in the pro- 


gram, he said. Criteria for 
selection has not been es- 
tablished yet. 

‘Staff (from each school) 
would probably choose the 
kids and the kids would con- 
tinue as if it was regular 
school,”’ Bell said. 


During a recent school 
board meeting, Trustee Jim 
Strait said he couldn’t see 
spending $50,000 on ‘‘a tar- 
get group”’ of students when 
many others also need help. 


His objections were coun- 
tered by Trustees Rose 
Kelber and Kathy Brugger, 
who insisted the ‘‘target’’ 
students need a chance to 
catch up to their own grad- 
e’s reading level, especially 
since there is no regular 
summer school. 


Superintendent Bill Plas- 
ter noted $50,000 is a small 
part of the budget, but said 
it could make a big differ- 
ence for participating stu- 
dents.

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Blind enjoy challenges of active sports 


Jan Johnson is one of those people who has trou- 
ble sitting still. 

Every morning she gets up at 5 to catch a bus into 
Lés Angeles where she works for the Social Securi- 
ty-Administration. 

Evenings are spent with her quarter horse mare. 
Tracy, her fiance, Pete, and fixing up her new 
Claremont apartment. ; 

And on weekends she likes her version of ‘‘taking 
it easy,”’ by skiing and ice skating in the winter, 
water skiing in the. summer, bicycling, and of 
course, horseback riding. 

Jan Johnson has been blind since birth. 

Bob Caldwell has been bowling for 41 of his 57 
years, and although his scores may not be quite as 
high as they were before he lost most of his sight in 
1967, he serves as unofficial coach for a group of 
bowlers every Thursday. 

Johnson, Caldwell and dozens of others in the 
West End who are blind or partially sighted are 
taking advantage of a change in attitude and prac- 
tice by the visually handicapped in the past decade. 

Efforts to minimize, or ignore, difficulties faced 
by those without sight are often well-intentioned ef- 
forts to make the blind seem more normal. 
However, it has only been with recent changes in 
educational attitudes that more ways are being dis- 
covered to work with and around the handicap, 
providing a positive means to making a blind per- 
son more self-reliant. 

Just as a white cane or guide dog marks an in- 
dividual as blind, so they help that person function 
without outside help. 

Even Johnson, who has barely turned 30, admits 
there are some mannerisms or skills she has not 
fully developed that are now routinely being taught 
the blind at an early age. 

Perhaps the most dramatic, and for many the 
most rewarding, has been the use of imagination to 
surmount problems posing the blind in sports. 

Johnson and her horse have won handfuls of rib- 
bons in the show ring. thanks not only to her riding 
skill but to innovative ways to allow her to compete 
against sighted riders. 

For pleasure riding, Tracy is trained to follow 
the rail in a ring, or the horse in front on the trail. 

For shows, Johnson employs a walkie-talkie con- 
nected with a partner on the ground to navigate the 
orders of the judges. She recently began schooling 
her horse to jump, where it is important to ap- 
proach the fence properly to perform well. Johnson 
places a transistor radio, turned full-blast, under 
the middle of the jump and uses that to navigate 
her mount. 

‘Actually, Tracy is getting to the point where she 
just homes in on that radio,”’ says Johnson with a 
smile. “I hardley need to tell her sometimes.” 

Bowlers have a different sort of trick up their 
sleeve. 

Caldwell still possesses roughly 30 percent of his 
sight, and can see well enough to bowl without help. 

But in the Thursday group he joins at Landmark 
Bowl in Pomona, nearly everyone is blind or par- 
tially sighted, and those who cannot see well 
enough to line up the ball use a special waist-high 
bar, parallel with the lane. 

Russell Darbo, who is totally blind, explains how 
the bar is used to a sighted person. 

‘Just rest your left hand on the bar, and line up 
your approach. Be sure to keep that arm straight, 
and the ball should go right down the center.” 

‘ visitor is encouraged to don a blindfold and 
give the method a try. 

Darbo coaches from the side, and when the first 
, ball jumps into the gutter hastens to give the ex- 

perimenter a second chance. 

“Just think about how you're feeling,’’ he says 
| gently. ‘We've all felt that way — but you learn 
| after a while to conquer it.”’

sighted people. One of the best-known programs is 
Ski for Light, sponsored by the Sons of Norway. 

A sighted guide and blind skier are teamed 
together on a cross-country trail. Guides may 
either position themselves in front of or beside 
their partner, and through voice signals warn them 
of the type of terrain coming up, and of necessary 
turns. 

The more experienced both skiers are, the more 
independent the blind partner can become, even to 
the point of going solo down a familiar hill. 

Ski for Light organizes sessions throughout the 
world to help the sighted and the blind become 
familiar with techniques used. Skiers may then use 
their skills as part of a lifetime hobby. 


Jean Elderkin of Upland served as a guide on a 
Ski for Light trip to Big Bear in February. 


“IT worked with a 12-year-old boy,’ she said. 
“Sometimes he was even a bit hard to handle — he 
had no fear at all! I got to be sort of a big sister to 
him. 


‘When you spend a lot of time with someone like 
that, you get real close.”’ 


Elderkin is eager to go with the group again, and 
although she said she had no previous experience 
with blind people, feels she benefited as much as 
the other participants. 


Arcelia Zarate also went on the trip to Big Bear. 
Blind for just a little more than a year, she will

in Los Angeles next month and plans to continue 
her schooling to become a legal transcriber. 

“Pd never skied before, even when I could still 
see,’’ she said. ‘‘I must admit, I was sort of scared, 
but by the second day felt really good about it.” 

“Td always wanted to do things like that, but 
never knew anybody that would help me learn.” 

The Ski for Light program is headquartered in 
Minneapolis, Minn., but there are other national 
organizations geared to help all ages participate in 
outdoor activities. 

BOLD, Blind Outdoor Leisure Development, 
Inc., located in Aspen, Colo., does not limit ac- 
tivities to skiing, but helps organize trips for raf- 
ting, camping, mountain climbing, and a virtually 
unlimited list of sports. 

ETC, Environmental Travelling Companions, is 
located out of San Francisco, and operates another 
wide range of outdoor activities on a shoestring 
budget. 

Opportunities are also available on the local 
level. 

Marilyn Plaster helps coordinate the program at 
Landmark Bowl with the help of the lanes and 
Chaffey Community College. 

Driving a van provided by Chaffey, she picks up 
participants every Thursday and encourages any 
interested bowlers to join the group from 10 a.m. to 
2 p.m. 

The eight to 10 regulars occasionally get together 
afterwards to bemoan that last strike that almost 
made it, and share spare tips. 

Another opportunity still in its infancy would 
offer local outdoor activities similar to BOLD and 
ETC. 

Organizer Tina Roos is a mobility instructor for 
the blind, and finds her own love for the outdoors 
makes setting up a program of this sort a natural 
extension. 

“We haven't thought of a name for it yet,” she 
said, ‘‘but we’re hoping to get a camping trip to 
Catalina Island set up in the next couple of 
months.” 

Roos was responsible for arranging local par- 
ticipation in the Ski for Light program, and is 
eagerly planning other skiing trips as well as 
backpacking and sailing outings. 

‘““What this would do is try and connect people, ” 
she explained. ‘‘It’s kind of a dream. We would get 
both sighted people who have something they love 
and want to share, and the blind who have a really 
strong desire to try something different. 

‘There has to be a degree of reciprocity, of both 
sides profiting from the experience, though. 
Otherwise, you start thinking you're just doing 
something nice for someone. Everyone will get 
rewards from experiences like this.” 

She has already heard from a_ professional 
equestrian who wants to share her talent in 
vaulting — performing a breathtaking variety of 
gymnastic tricks on horseback. 

Roos said she changed her career to mobility in- 
structor after receiving degrees in psychology and 
teaching after reading ‘If You Could See What I 

Hear’’ by Tom Sullivan, a singer who was born 
blind. 

“‘T was really moved by the book and called him 
to ask advice about an exchange program I was try- 
ing to set up between my school and a school for the 
blind in L.A.,”’ she said. ‘‘ We talked for an hour. He 
came out here and talked with the kids after that 
— the whole community attitude about blindness 
was really transformed.” 

Roos was hopeful the Catalina trip could be 
scheduled by next month, and looks forward to 
creating an active local group in outdoor activities. 

“The whole idea —besides doing something fun 
and exciting together — is not just frivolous recrea- 
tion, but the growth that happens. That’s 
something every one of us can take back with us.”

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‘Normal Outreach’ reaches out 
to last vestiges of normalcy

“Thank you, Lance, for asking me to be on your show.

‘Basically, Lance, N.O. is a non-profit, federally fund- 
ed program dedicated to providing the necessary 
counseling and guidance that normal people need before 
they can be assimilated into society’s mainstream.”’

‘normal person,’ as defined by N.O. criteria. You’ve

Tightened consumer credit puts

Now that consumer credit has been restricted and 
sales of durable goods are falling, the optimistic 
forecasts for the appliance industry are vanishing. 
Indeed, the forecast for 1980 ranges from a mild wringer 
to a deep freezer. 

The Commerce Department, in reporting that retail 
sales dropped 1.3 percent in March, said sales of durable 
goods — autos, appliances, TV sets. ete. — dropped 3.9 
percent. 

Noting that the durable-goods drop was the sharpest of 
all the declines — and that the drop-off took place before 
President Carter's big moves to restrict consumer credit 
— economists said that the long-anticipated recession 
may finally be here. 

If that’s true, appliances will suffer — along with the 
other vulnerable areas such as housing and autos. 

Just recently, the Chicago-based Association of Home 
Appliance Manufacturers (AHAM) revised its forecast 
for 1980 shipments downward to 32.85 million — even 
lower than 1979s 33.17 million. 

Earlier, AHAM had been predicting that appliance 
shipments in 1980 would hit 34.95 million units — within 1 
million units of the all-time record of booming 1973. 

Wait till next year, AHAM now advises, forecasting 
that 1981 shipments will rise to 34.431 million. 

It’s not that current statistics look gloomy. Quite the 
contrary: February shipments were 3.1 percent ahead of 
February 1979. hitting 2.6 million. That figure had only 
been surpassed twice in the last decade — in 1973 and 
1974. 

As interviews reveal. however, reality invokes a 
different analysis. In recessionary 1975, appliance sales 
plunged to 25.3 million units — traumatizing an industry 
that had become accustomed to steady sales gains. 

Jay Levine. economist for Chicago’s Sears Roebuck, 
which dominates the appliance business nationwide, 
said: ‘‘Furniture and appliances are both getting hit 
already. Housing and autos went first. then came 
furniture and appliances. 

“It’s not going to be pleasant. A significant portion of 
the appliance industry is financed on credit. People will 
find it more difficult to come by. 

‘But underlying everything, people’s budgets mandate 
other kinds of expenditures — for everyday living, for 
taxes. for repayment of existing credit, for increased 
saving. That will come out of consumer durable-goods 
sales.” 

The consumer savings rate, which plunged alarmingly 
to a historic low of 3.3 percent in the fourth quarter of 
1979, will return to the 4 to 5 percent range in this 
troubled year, said Levine. President Carter’s credit- 
restraint program will definitely have an impact. eh: 
shouldn't be as bad as 1975, but it should be pretty 
severe,’ he said. 

David Allen, director of marketing services for 
Whirlpool Corp. of Benton Harbor, Mich., is less 
pessimistic: ‘‘The worst we would look for at this point is 
a 2 percent drop in unit sales for the nine major 
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months ahead.
